Production sched- 
ules are the same as.on the 1952 
models, but the worker has to lift 
an extra 7,600 pounds during the 
working day. Workers on_ this 
operation are quitting, many with 
back troubles. Despite warnings 
from the foremen of. disciplinary 
layoffs, the men can't get away 
trom the job soon enough and run 
for the. timeclock to punch out.
